Not long ngo we mentioned tho oir- 
ouiiiBlanoij of tho great Allan Btoamsblp 
companyihnviiJK toudorcd to llie Dominion 
Govornmont, for iramlRration purposes, 
the freo UbO of thoir nix or aoven hmi- 
dred Earopcan ngocoieu and of thoir 
Ibree hundred nud Qfly Qdvoitlsmg 
iiewepapors; and wo ventnrod tho 
opinion that by accoptiog this liberal 
offer the Dominion Governraont 
>vonId DOSBeas a more comploto and 
efficient' agency than could well bo 
altaiuod in any other way. Wo are 
elud to end tho Hon Mr Pope, the 
Canadian Miniator wilhia whoeo Do» 
partmont the matter falls, as well as 
Mr Barnard, tho Quebec Immigration 
Agent, who baa rcoontly returued from 
Europe, strocgly favoring accoptanoo ol 
the ott'er. timco alluding to this 
Bubjeot a looal contomporary has 
thought proper to ineer at the Jwhole 
Bcheme. It refers to Allan's seven hao- 
dred agenta as nothing moro than mere 
•steamboat ronners* who drawing a 
mere pitlanoo ns a commiHsion, would 
just be as likely to direct immigriition 
to any other country as to Canada ; 
and tho cilcr made by the AUttDS is re- 
ferred to as a mere bnBiness and mercen- 
ary one. There can ho no doubt at all 
lhat.in bo farasthe Allans areoouccrned, 
tlie o'tlor is a bueine«s one— not, bowsvir, 
wiUiont a Blight admixture of patrioiiam; 
BDd the very bcBt guarantee of Ibe bona 
fides of the scborao is tlia fact that it is to 
the inlereet of these enterprising ar.d public 
spiriied men ibat the tide of EDropciin Emi- 
gHtiOD ibculd Uow into the Djminion of 
OBOdda. So (tir, tborefoto, from the cir- 
cnmatanca ol the iDteresis o( lha company 
and tbo Goveioment being idoDtiool cod- 
etituiiug BO objectionable feature of the 
Bobeme we regard it as the etroBseal recom- 
mocdation. But, let us contrast tho narrow, 
inepioioas siiorl of a looal print wiib tlie 
views entertained npoa tbe same subjoot 
by tho leading journala of Old Oiinado. The 
editor of the Montreal Gszette, no mean 
authority on tho suhjecl, in an able leading 
ariicle which there is renion to believe was 
before our local contomporary wben its 
EBpercilious article was produced at- 
taebes tho greatest imponaoce to tbe 
■obeme, and nrRCs the imniediaie adoption 
of ths offer made by tbe Allans.

Bat to show 
that tbe pnblio epititednesB and posh ol tbeie 
men have risen to tbo atmosphere of patriot* 
UWj ii is Biuicd that, " When the Ooveni'. 
rnent ol Oanada were utierly indifferent to 
this groat iDierest. tbe Mcesra Allan were 
printing pampblBts byihe hundred ihousand 
copies, lor circulation among their BReots.' 
And it is added, 'There is thus in eziatence 
B most perfect iyetem of agincy, Infiaitely 
superior to BOjthing that the Canadian 
GovernnDent could organizs, ready at band. 
Tbeegents ol tho Company nombar abont (ix 
or Beven hundred, and it is not too maob to 
any ibat nino-leuiba ol tbeso are, from evm- 
palby as well as inlerest; devoted to the 
■abject of emigraiion to Canada.' Speaking 
of >be value of tbe machinery the osa ol 
which has been tendered to the Dominion 
Oovernmett by tlie Allans, our Montreal 
contemporary Grtjs, 'Such an organiaatioo 
weald be at onco tno best and tbe cheapest 
•t that of aaj other country in tbe world,and 
woold be certain to prodace valuable resuh?. 
It would prasiically give to Canada some 
lix hundred and filty active, iotolligent 
BgentP, working in her intereets, wiihout a 
sitgle (!ollar cxpcndiinre for their main- 
tenanco.' It woold also give freo accoiS to 
tke columnfl ot three hundred and fifty nowe- 
papcr?, circulatioK '*''y communiliee 

from which it is hoped to draw population. 
Sacb IB the view taken by one of tbo most 
iafiaeDtial papers published inlhe Dominion, 
i\nd the editor ol whiiob is spooially entitled 
to give an opiciou upon iho subject, hav- 
ing for several years been the Imraigraiion 
agent for Ontario in the United Kingdora. 
Of course the immediate beneliia to be ex- 
pected from this scheme by the Pacific 
Province is quite aoolber afloir. We are 
well convinced, as has time and ogain bosn 
pointed oat in ihco" colamn?, that Briiifb 
Colnuibia muM. for the pteaynt at least, luolr 
to loaa remote sourcea lor that population 
she so much Daeda; but ihat in no reatson 
why our prt s? should Bueer at and seek to 
belitilo und misropreeeot tbe oD'er made by 
the AllariM and the moans proposed to be 
omploycd by iht; Dominion (Government. We 
see no rea-un why \hU I'rovir.ce should not 
ooite in ul nnc-i (<.r u hhure ol Iho Iruita of 
that comprelienii.-i; uinl ooiniilnlo orfjaiiiza- 
lion; for, while it 1" U Mioubteeily to nearer 
Bources we must lor iho mom part look, 
there appears to be no good reason why an 
eflort ehould not be mads to gat out at tbo 
same lime a low baodred farailieB from Honoe. 
And lor thin purpuse thn p;nind or^nnization 
referred to would bo avuiUblo, Uprm Ihu 
foUoWlDB points iht'ie can tin no di.'fiTQiico 
of opinion: No l^ioviucc in tho U jQiiiiion 
RtandB moro in need ol pupula:i.ju ; uouo bus 
greater edvantageB to offer; nono baa a 
stronger claim to Federal aW. It is to te 
hoped tbat ear delegates ai Ottawa will urgo 
with becomiDg carneslncsi tbe claims of 
British GolDBobia in this respect.

Fottunaie- 
ly, just at^this niiiinent,5the5polico oilicer arrived, 
Mr .Smith went out to arrange with liini, and 
taking him into the drawiiig.ruom prusentcd biin 
to Mr Ulininorth as a geiitlcinan who was desi- 
rous of making hia a;(iuuintaiicc,and|thcn tcld the 
ofticer that he gave bim iu charge as a swindler 
Mr Illingworth exhibited no small aBlonishnicnt 
and perturbation ; but finding that any resistance 
was vain, acknowledgod tho fraud, and said he 
would offer no resistance. The officer having 
handcuffed tha prisoner procsoded to search him 
and took him to the lock-up for tho night. 
Having thus secured the swindler, Mr Smith 
telegraphed to Captain Torrens that the prisoner 
was in custody. He waa bronght before the 
magistrates at Maidenhead on tho following 
day and Bcii'cnccil to t hrec^mnuths'impriaonniciit 
with hard labor, aa a rogue and vagabond.
